Through the knowledge of a Tyndall or a 


Dana would not enable one to answer alt the 
questions which nature a everywhere sugg<tt 
ing, yet ic is possible for one with a little .study 
and careful obcervatiua to understand at least 
the more Prominent geological formations of 
this wonderful country. 


To those who would like to take up this 


profitable study, and have no previous knowl- 
edge and experience, we would make the foi 
lowing suggestions:— 


Obtain some good manual of geology, Dana's 


manual can be obtained at the hooks .ore*, I he 
Appleton's have just published Elements of 
Geology, by Prof. I-eConte, Whie'l is highly 
recommended by Prof. Kerr ; acquaint yourself 
with the periods of historical geo.ogy and their 
characteristic distinctions; also obtain some 
idea of the formal ion of rocks, valleys, anc. 
mountains. Then with ahammer, and possibly 
a prospector's pick, (if you would ckamine the 
fossil beds], go off on to the hills and put your 
knowledge to practical use. 


Yon may ask, where shall I go ? We night 


answer anywhere. If you have a set of Hay- 
den's geological report*, yoa can obtain many 
valuable suggestions from them in regard to in- 
teresting points of investigation. 
In Hayden's 


report for 1874 there is a ma» which (bow* toe 
geological structure of Colorado Springs and 
vicinity. A* it may be inaccessible to many, 
we will briefly indicate the places wbtre Dr.
